Tokio, Saturday, March 2¢.—The Russians are experiencing great dif- 
ficulty in transporting supplies and: munitions of war to the troops at 
« the front. The difficulties are particularly great in the vicinity of Liao 
Yang, the breaking up of winter having.put the roads in very bad gondi- 
tion. It has been necessary to repair them in many places and also to 
build new bridges and replace old ones carried away by freshets, or des- 
troyed by the Japanese, 
While the commissariat wagons have been floundering through mud, 
slush and water, the troops in camp, unable to procure cattle, have in 
some cases been reduced to the necessity of killing and eating horses, 


Confusion Along the Railway, ; 


New York, Saturday, March 26.—Tbe Sun’s Berlin correspondent cables 
gruesome accounts of the state of affairs along the Trans-Siberian rail- 
way. Mismanagement ir the handling of troops passing to the seat of 
war has resulted in wholesale confusion and untold suffering among the 
troops. 

The soldiers are suffering from dysentery caused by the black bread 
served out to them, and every hospital is filled with frost-bitten and bro- 
ken down men.

“Fearing that the enemy’s ships might break through, Lieut, Kien- 
zki, commanding the guard torpedo boat Stillmi, attacked the enemy 
and destroyed the Homoff, the foremost Japanese steamer, with a tor- 
pedo. : 

“Phis steamer turned to the right, and was followed by twe others, 
with the result that they were stranded to the right of the entrance. 

“A fourth steamer went to the right of our ships and likewise sank 
to the side 6f the fairway. 

“The Stillmi battled with the enemy’s six torpedo boats. 

“Engineer Artificer Singereff and six seamen were killed and _ the 
commander and twelve seamen were ‘wounded. 

“At dayoreak .the enemy’s battleship and cruiser squadron appeared 
and I proceeded with the fleet in my charge to meet the enemy. 

“The strong attempt of the Japanese to block the entrance to Port 
Arthur has failed, thanks to the energy displayed by the sea and land 
forces, who acted os they did during the first attempt. 

“The harbor remains perfectly clear.” 


Russian Torpedo Boat Damaged. 


St. Petersburg, March 27.—A second telegram to the Emperor from 
Vice-Admiral Makaroff says: “I respectfully report that the enemy havy- 
ing withdrawn, I repaired to the harbor with the fleet. 

“The torpedo boat destroyer Stilimi, which stranded on a reef, was 
in consequence much damaged about her engines by one of the enemy’s 

. shells, but floated during the night, and she entered the harbor, thanks 
to the energy cf her crew, 

“Her commander, Lieut. Keinzki, was slightly wounded in the
